Building  Project  Launched

'he  weather  may  not  be  great,  but  this  is  a  great 
and  historic  day  for  Selw\'n  House,"  said  Selwyn 
House  Board  Chairman  Michael  Goldbloom  at 
the  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  School's  new  building 
project.  Inclement  weather  forced  the  June  12  ceremony 
indoors,  where  a  "virtual"  sod-turning  was  performed 
before  the  students  and  parents  assembled  for  Elementary 
Prizegiving. 

Capital  Campaign  Board  Co-Chairman  Andre 
Desmarais  was  also  among  the  dignitaries  on  hand  to 
launch  the  two-phase  $12-million  construction  and 
renovation  project  that  will  increase  the  School's  indoor 
space  by  thirt)'-eight  per  cent. 

One  cannot  have  a  great  city,  a  great  province,  nor  a 
great  country  without  great  institutions,  said  Mr. 
Desmarais.  "It's  up  to  us  to  get  involved  to  ensure  that  this 
school  be  the  very  best." 

The  first  phase  of  the  project,  which  has  now  begun, 
calls  for  construction  of  a  new  building  that  will  house  a 
state-of-the-art  library  and  learning  centre,  computer  labs, 
and  a  new  full-size  g\'mnasium,  as  well  as  administrative 
offices.  A  tunnel  running  beneath  Stanton  Street  will 
connect  this  new  building  to  the  School's  present  Senior 
School  building,  thus  maximizing  safety  for  the  students 


while  minimizing  pedestrian  traffic.  This  phase  will  be 
completed  by  the  spring  of  2003. 

The  second  phase  of  the  project,  which  will  begin  in  the 
spring  of  2003,  will  be  to  renovate  the  sixty-seven-year-old 
Lucas  Building,  home  of  the  Elementary  and  Middle 
Schools. 

The  entire  project  will  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  2003. 

All  this  is  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  education 
for  students  at  Sclw\'n  House  without  increasing  enrolment 
beyond  the  School's  current  level  ot  560-570  boys  in  Grades 
K-11.  The  fundraising  campaign  for  the  building  and 
renovation  also  raised  $500,000  for  the  School's 
endowment  fund. 

"This  has  been  a  community  effort  in  the  truest  sense," 
said  Mr.  Goldbloom,  who  specifically  thanked  the 
McConnell,  Molson  and  Webster  Foundations  for  their 
support  of  the  project.  "They  are  great  philanthropic  leaders 
in  Canada.  We  arc  fortunate  to  have  them  in  Montreal  and 
especially  fortunate  to  have  them  as  supporters  of  the 
School. 

"A  school  like  Selwyn  House  is  a  community  trust, "  Mr. 
Goldbloom  concluded.  "Each  generation  is  entrusted  with 
the  school,  and  has  a  responsibility  to  the  next  generation  to 
ensure  that  the  school  sustains  its  excellence."

SHS  Scores  Essay  Hat  Trick

The  dehumanizing 
effect  of  war;  the 
true  meaning  of 
bravery  in  war;  a  wistful 
remembrance  of  a  father's 
love.  Three  students  from 
Selwyn  House  School 
recently  won  distinction 
with  essays  that  explored 
these  themes. 

Saro  Setrakian  1 1 B  won 
second-place  honours  in  a 
competition  sponsored  by 
the  Canadian  Association 
of  Independent  Schools 
with  his  fictional  essay 
"Armour  and  Tears. "  By 
describing  the  horrors  of 
war  as  seen  through  the 
eyes  of  a  child,  Sato's  piece 
examines  the  ways  in 
which  war  desensitizes 
people. 

"When  there  is  war  going  on,"  Saro  wrote,  "you  very 
quickly  learn  that  crying  over  almost  anything  is  offensive — 
because  somebody  is  always  worse  off 

"I  lived  through  many  horrible  experiences  during  those 
years,  situations  in  which  anybody  would  have  had  every 
right  to  cry^but  I  never  did....  People  who  haven't  been 
through  war,  who  don't  know  what  things  are  really  like, 
think  that  everything  is  dramatic  or  exciting  or  glorious.... 
War  isn't  like  that  at  all;  it's  quick  and  simple  and  it's 
disgusting  because  of  that  quickness  and  simplicity. 


"Unfortunately,  we 
often  associate  courage  in 
war  with  nationalism.  The 
more  a  person  is  willing  to 
sacrifice  for  his  country, 
the  greater  the  hero  he 
becomes.  When  we  look 
more  closely  at  what  it 
really  means  to  be  a 
soldier,  however,  their 
noble  images  appear 
slightly  altered.  They  no 
longer  embody  the 
patriotic  men  who  fight 
for  a  cause,  but  they  begin 
to  resemble  a  group  of 
followers,  lacking  the 
courage  to  stand  up  for 
their  convictions.  The  war 
of  Vietnam  showed  this 
very  clearly.  When  the 
American  government 
made  conscription  mandatory,  there  existed  a  few 
individuals  who  stood  out  against  this.  The  vast  majority  of 
Americans  simply  followed  orders."

Prizegiving  Speech  Credits  Students  as  Teachers

n  his  valedictory  address  at  the  2002 
Prizegiving  Ceremonies  on  June  20,  Head 
Prefect  Robbie  Campbell  expressed  his 
qratitude  not  only  to  the  School's  administration 
and  teachers,  and  to  his  parents,  but  also  to  his 
fellow  graduates  for  serving  as  "remarkable  role 
models,  friends  and  teachers." 

"I  think  the  entire  Selwyn  House  experience 
became  very  clear  to  me  a  tew  weeks  ago,"  he 
reflected.  "After  speaking  at  the  Bill  104  rally,  it 
occurred  to  me  that  here  was  a  group  of 
outraged  parents  fighting  for  the  right  to  send 
their  children  to  schools  like  Selw)'n  House. 
Seeing  this  demonstration  really  let  me  appreciate  just  how 
lucky  and  thankful  I  am  to  have  attended  this  school.  It 
showed  me  the  value  of  the  Selw\'n  House  experience,  and 
really  let  me  treasure  everything  that's  done  here." 

The  Selwyn  House  experience,  Robbie  said,  "has 
basically  shaped  our  lives  and  our  personalities  and  has, 
more  importantly,  prepared  us  for  what's  to  come." 

He  alluded  to  the  events  of  September  11,  2001, 
pointing  out  the  challenges  that  are  implied  by  the  tragedy 
of  an  event  that  marked  the  past  school  year  for  everyone. 
"The  fall  of  the  Twin  Towers  can  be  viewed  as  mere  rubble, 
but  also  as  a  place  of  birth  tor  a  phoenix-like  movement  by 
this  year's  graduates  to  tr\'  to  make  a  better  world, "  he  said.

In  closing,  Robbie  moved  from  the  words  of 
Wordsworth  to  those  of  a  more  contemporary 
poet:  Jon  Bon  Jovi.  "When  mapping  out  your 
future,  use  a  pencil,  not  a  pen. " 

Guest  speaker  Peter  Trent,  former  mayor  of 
Westmount,  echoed  those  sentiments  when  he 
exhorted  each  graduate  to  "Be  a  generalist.  Don't 
map  out  your  career  too  precisely.  Travel  light 
and  be  flexible." 

These   were    among    the   words    of  advice 

offered  by  Mr.  Trent,  along  with  a  warning  not 

to    pay    too    much    heed    to    the    offerings    of 

dignitaries  such  as  he.  "You  can  admire,  but 

don't  copy,"  he  said.  "Follow  your  own  instincts.  Be  careful 

of  heroes." 

Mr.  Trent  also  warned  against  materialism:  "Money  is  a 
by-product  of  work,"  he  said,  "not  the  end  product." 

He  also  urged  his  young  audience  to  establish  their  own 
moral  principles,  and  to  "challenge  yourself — not  others." 

Bear  in  mind,  Mr.  Trent  said,  that  everyone  is  insecure, 
some  are  simply  better  at  concealing  it  than  others. 

"You  are  doubly  privileged  to  live  in  Canada  and  be 
educated  at  Selw\'n  House,"  he  concluded,  admitting  that 
he  was  "a  little  bit  jealous"  of  the  graduates. 

"You  are  staring  the  future  in  the  face,"  he  said.  "Don't 
blink."

SHS  Team  Best  in  Quebec  in  Math

The  aggregate  score  of  the 
top  three  Selvvyn  House 
contestants  was  the  best 
of  anv  school  in  the  province  in 
the  Grade  1 1  Fermat  Contest, 
written  last  February.  Rob 
Campbell,  James  McKinney 
and  Jacob  Harris,  who  tied  for 
third,  made  up  the  Selw\n 
House  team  along  with 
Michael  Sterle-Contala.  Rob 
had  a  perfect  score  of  150 
points,  and  the  team  managed 
420  out  of  a  possible  450. 

Because  of  his  outstanding 
performance,  Rob  was  invited 
again  this  year  to  the  annual 
Waterloo  Mathematics  Contest 
Seminar  from  June  9—15,  an 
invitation  he  had  to  decline 
because  of  final  exams  at 
Selw)'n  House.  However,  Rob 
and  James  did  qualif)'  to  write 
the  Invitational  Mathematics 
Challenge,  which  is  open  to 
about  the  best  one  per  cent  of 
those  who  wrote  across  Canada. 

Mr.  Litvack's  Grade  1 1  calculus 
class  was  also  entered  in  the  Euclid 
Contest  for  Grade  1 2  and/or  CEGEP, 
Year  1.  James  McKinney,  Jacob  Harris 
and  Saro  Setrakian  had  the  best  scores, 
which  earned  SHS  a  fifth  place 
provincially  behind  Marianopolis, 
Dawson  and  two  high  schools. 

The  Universit)'  of  Waterloo  Center 
for  Education  and  Computing  also 
writes  the  Gauss,  Pascal  and  Cayley 
contests  for  Grades  8,  9  and  10.  In  the 
Pascal  Competition,  Shawn  Errunza, 
Br)'ce  Durafourt  and  Ton  Jin  Quan 
had  the  best  scores,  which  produced  a 
ranking  of  84th  among  1,012 
participating  schools  in  Canada.  The 
top  scores  in  Grade  10  were  those  of 
Sean  Maislin,  Corey  Zalcman  and 
Zach  Grcenberg.  This  gave  Selwyn  a 
ranking  of  1 19th  of  about  995  schools 
in  the  country.

Lectures:  In  April  2002,  the  School  had  a  fabulous 
lecture  about  our  children's  brains  and  how  they  work,  given 
by  Dr.  Kathie  Nunley.  She  discussed  how  sleep  affects 
learning  and  school  performance,  how  the  teenage  brain  is 
unique,  and  what  causes  hyperactivity  and  attention  deficit 
disorder.  It  was  a  huge  success  and  many  people  expressed  a 
desire  to  bring  her  back  to  speak  at  some  time  in  the  future. 
We  hope  to  invite  Kathie  Nunley  back  to  give  a  lecture  or  a 
workshop  to  parents  and/or  students.  Since  her  schedule  is 
quite  full,  we  may  have  to  wait  until  September  of  2003  for 
this  special  event.  Based  on  the  great  success  we  had  last 
year,  we  will  again  be  having  Ms.  Minna  Shulman,  SHS 
School  Counselor,  kick  off  our  lecture  series  this  September. 

Book  Talk:  Our  latest  book  talk  in  May  was  entitled: 
BYOB:  Bring  Your  Own  Book  (about  boys).  Parents 
brought  in  books  they  had  read  and  found  useful,  and 
shared  the  information  they  had  learned  with  the  group. 
Raising  Cain  by  Michael  Thompson  was  discussed,  with 
suggestions  to  try  to  create  a  culture  at  home  where 
emotions  can  be  expressed;  sometimes  repressed  emotions 
explode  in  some  sort  of  violent  behavior.  Research  has 
shown  that  mothers  tend  to  use  more  emotional  language 
with  their  daughters  than  their  sons.  The  Courage  to  Raise 
Good  Men,  by  Olga  Silverstein,  suggested  that  it  takes 
strength  as  a  parent  to  break  through  the  stereotypical  ways 
of  raising  boys  vs.  girls.  Boys  are  often  less  ready  emotionally 
to  leave  their  homes,  and  should  not  be  pushed  out  the  door 
to  college,  etc.  Smart  Love,  a  book  by  Pieper  &  Pieper, 
focuses  on  a  compassionate  alternative  to  discipline  that 
they  believe  will  make  you  a  better  parent  and  your  child  a 
better  person.  In  order  to  make  it  easier  for  you  to  access
